with the British sloop ef war Frolic iof 
twenty-two guns ; sixteen j>f them 
thirty-two pound cpi^nadcs, and four 
twelve pounders, off the main deck^nd 
two twelve pounders, cufronadesjon the 
top-gallant forcfcastle, making her su-« 
perior in force to us by »four twelve«»
